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Shell Proposes $20 Million Plant Here

Shell Oil Company is proposing building an 
$18 to $22 million oil and gas production facility 
four and a half miles north of Frederic. 

Shell engineers in Houston, Texas, are 
currently drawing plans for the facility and 
checking out contractors for the project. Shell 
representatives meet with Crawford County of-. 
ficials Jan. 19 to discuss zoning laws, permits; 
and other procedures. 

One Shell official said although the project is 
early in the planning stages, Shell has the money 
to invest and a central productions facility near 
Frederic would be a worthy investment for Shell 
and a benefit to Crawford County. 

A $20 million facility would increase the 


current tax base of Frederic Township by 50 per- 
cent. Shell officials said they will not ask for tax 
abatement on the facility. Thus, tax revenues 
generated from a $20 million facility in one year 
would be about $30,000 for Frederic Township, 
$76,000 for Crawford County, and $263,000 for the 
Cr tord AuSable School District. 
ané wie facility would be located in Section 1¢ in 
the northwest corner of Frederic Township near 
the old Twin Peaks ski area. The facility will 
handle production from four wells in northern 
Michigan. Pipelines will have to be laid to carry 
oil and gas to the plant.

Governor James Blanchard has 
announced there is a good chance 
that midwest and northeast gover- 
nors would coalesce in an effort to 
get the federal government to limit 
unemployment tax penalties, defer 
interest on unemployment 
repayments and extend unemploy- 
ment benefits. 

All the states involved are con- 
tinuing to stagger under the long 
deepening recession which has for- 
ced heavy state borrowing from the 
federal government to pay benefits 
to unemployed workers. 

Michigan alone has a debt to the 
federal government of over $2 
billion. 

Blanchard said that because other 
industrial states were in severe 
economic straits, he though unity in 
approaching the federal government 
was possible. 

Michigan's new governor recently 
met with governors from Illinois, 
Indiana, Wisconsin and _ Pen- 
nsyivania and U.S. Senator Robert 
Dole (R-Kansas), chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Blanchard said the five governors 
agreed to ask the federal govern- 
ment to either defer or suspend in- 
terest payments on state unemploy- 
ment debts. The group also will ask 
the federal government to limit the 
penalty tax all employers will be 
charged if the unemployment debts 
are not repaid and to extend the 
federal unemployment benefits. 

Following the meeting, Blanchard 
said major reforms from the federal 
government will be needed if the 
state is to improve its business 
climate. 

“The interest charged by the 
federal government amounts to a 
tax on states which are hardest hit 
by unemployment and are forced to 
borrow from Washington. It is 
essentially a tax on business in

states with high unemployment. It 
is the opposite of federal counter- 
cyclical policies which historicaily 
have been designed to help states 
when they are financially hard 
pressed,’ Blanchard said. 

Blanchard said Dole 
acknowledged that many states are 
unable to repay the interest on the 
debts because of the length of the 
recession, 

The governor said that unity 
among the states in approaching the 
federal government could cause it to 
deal with those states’ problems 
more seriously than in the past. 

For several years, legislators and 
officials of the midwest and north- 
east states have tried to form com- 
pacts that could deal more forcefully 
with the federal government, but the 
efforts have always failed. 


Students Test Scores 
Improve in Michigan 
Reading and mathematics test 
scores for students in the fourth, 
seventh and 10th grades all im- 
proved this school year over the 
previous year, State Public Instruc- 
tion Superintendent Philip Runkel 
reported. 
Runkel said the improvements, 
especially in reading, were very 
significant but a solution to the 


»,lower math scores for seventh and 


10th graders were needed. 

The levels in all categories showed 
that most students received accep- 
table scores statewide. 

Fourth grade students showed 
75.6 percent acceptable scores in 
reading and 77.8 percent in math. 
Seventh grade students showed 80.1 
percent acceptable scores in reading, 
but only 62,5 percent acceptable 
scores in math. High school sopho- 
mores had 77.9 percent acceptable 
scores in reading, but only 61 per- 
cent in math.

Great Lakes Federal 
Savings Reports Profits 


At the Association’s an- 
nual meeting on January 
26th in Ann Arbor, Roy E. 
Weber president and chief 
executive officer announced 
a 1982 profit for Great Lakes 
Federal Savings of $4.6 
million.

COGENERATION: 
Making Energy Work Harder 


A system that makes the 
Midland Nuclear Cogeneration 
Plant more efficient will make 
world history as the first such 
commercial system powered by 
nuclear fuel. 

The system uses a process 
called cogeneration. Basically, 
that means that the exhaust heat 
left over from generating electri- 
city is captured and reused. Most 
generating plants do not have a 
cogenerating system, so that 
excess heat is wasted. 

Making Midland a cogenera- 
tion plant means more efficient 
use of energy resources, says the 
plant’s owner, Consumers Power 
Company. 

At Midland, the exhaust heat 
will be used to produce what is 
called process steam. That steam 
will be sold to Dow Chemical 
Company, for use in Dow's 
neighboring industrial complex. 

A large portion of the Mid- 
land nuclear plant's total cost is 
attributable to equipment 
needed to produce the steam. 
This amount—approximately 25 
percent of the plant's total cost—- 
will be paid by Dow when it buys 
steam, rather than by Consumers 
Power's electricity customers. 

Producing steam is like heat- 
ing water in a tea kettle, where 
heat from the stove is transferred 
through the kettle to the water 
inside, At the nuclear plant, three 
separate water systems will do 
Pasteally ier same e thing. 


The nuclear reaction process, 
called fission, produces heat in- 
side the nuclear fuel. that heat is 
absorbed by the surrounding 


water in the “primary” system. 
This very hot water, under high 
pressure to prevent it from 
becoming steam, is then piped to 
a steam generator. 

There, water in a second sys- 
tem surrounds the steam fenera- 
tor pipes. The pipe walls transfer 
heat from the hot water inside to 
the cooler water outside, much 
like the tea ketile on a stove. The 
second system’s water becomes 
so hot that steam is formed. 

This steam is piped to a tur- 
bine. There, it exerts force 
against turbine blades, giving up 
most of its energy and causing the 
spinning action necessary to 
drive an electrical generator, 

Then, some of this used steam 
is piped to 
“tea kettles” called evaporators, 
Those evaporators contain water 
from a third system. As the steam 
passes through pipes in_ the 
evaporators, its remaining useful 
heat is again transferred outside, 
turning the surrounding water to 
low pressure steam. This new 
steam is then piped to Dow's 
plant, where it is used in Dow's 
manufacturing process.

For several weeks I have 
been seeing Mourning Doves 
which for this time of the 
year is most unusual, but 
this has been an unusual fall 
and winter. By this time the 
doves have normally moved 
to warmer climates in the 
southern states. I am sure 
most, if not all, of you are 
familiar with this bird, but 
did you know that it looks 
much like the extinct 
passenger pigeon which 
lacked the white-bordered 
tail, a black spot behind the 
eye and had a blue-gray 
head. 

The Mourning Dove 
usually lays two eggs at a 
time and quite often raises 
two broods a season. The 
nest is a rather sorry-looking 
collection of sticks and twigs 
in low bushes and tall trees. 
They have a wide range 
throughout most of the 
United States into Mexico 
and the Bahamas. They 
usually winter from Iowa to 
Massachusetts which makes 
their presence here all the 
more unusual. Since they 
feed in small groups, you 
might keep them around by 
feeding scratch feed since in 
the summer they choose 
various weed seeds and 

+ grains. They have been 
known to feed upon the seeds 
of yellowwood sorrel, barn- 
yard grass, joint grass, 
orange hawkweed, hoary 
vervain and panic grass.

was needed and the two 
counties stepped in to share 
costs. 

The request Monday for 
funds to pay the repair bills 
was the first time the landfill 
has needed county money for 
operational expenses since 
its beginning. 

Landfill officials say 
they’re caught in a bad 
position. If they raise rates 
to cover expenses they’ll lose 
volume to other county land- 
fills. Some nearby counties 
subsidize their landfills and 
can therefore charge lesser 
rates, they said. A possible 
solution they feel would be 
join with other northern 
counties and cooperatively 
run four or five landfills. 

Another problem com- 
missioners learned about 
was a contamination reading 
in one of 12 monitor wells 
around the landfill. 

The last three samples ina 
monitor well near the en- 
trance gate of the dump have 
indicated seepage in the 
groundwater there from the 
landfill. The last reading 
showed a decline in the 
pollution reaching the well 
and landfill officials are 
hoping the problem was only 
a small temporary one 
caused by a pond last winter. 

Last winter when heavy 
machinery hroke down at 
the landfill, the small equip- 
ment doing the work fell 
behind and a small pond 
formed between two piles. 
Landfill officials think the 
pond, which lasted from win- 
ter until the following June, 
may have pushed water 
down through a gravel seam 
beneath the landfill to the 
monitor well. 

The pond water was 
colored orange with high 
iron content and iron is one 
of heavy metals showing up 
at the test well, 

If the pond caused the 
pollution reading at the 
monitor well, the readings 
should continue to decline. 
However, if they persist, a 
clay barrier may have to be 
installed adding to the land- 
fill’s financial difficulties.
